VC releases three G/s 
Communists must end war 


SAIGON (UPI) — The U.S. Army des­ 
cribed tbree GIs as “ in an exceptional­ 
ly happy mood” today following their re­ 
lease from Viet Cong prisons — and a 
steak dinner. 
Fulfilling a promise, the guerrillas 
freed the GIs Wednesday on the north­ 
ern coast. In announcing the release 
Oct. 26, Liberation Radio said it was 
planned for “ humanitarian reasons.” 
Army spokesmen identified the men 
as Pfc. James R. Strickland Jr., 22 
of Dunn, N.C.; Pfc. Coy R. Tinsley, 22,’ 
of Cleveland, Tenn., and Spec. 4 W ill 
liam A. Watkins, 22, of Sumpter, S.C. 
They came out of captivity to a steak 
dinner and underwent physical examina­ 
tions that showed them in good condi­ 


tion. T insley had lost 20 pounds and 
the other men shed some weight. 
For Watkins and Strickland it marked 
the end of 22 months as Viet Cong 
prisoners Tinsley had spent eight months 
in captivity. All were Americal Division 
soldiers captured in the northern war 
zone. 
The release brought to 17 the number 
of Americans released from Viet Cong 
or North Vietnamese war prisons. Near­ 
ly 1,400 GIs are listed as missing or 
captured in the Vietnam war. 
As it had previous releases, Libera­ 
tion Radio announced that the three men 
had admitted the United States does not 
belong in Vietnam. 
Army spokesmen said Tinsley, Strick­ 


land and Watkins walked into a South 
Vietnamese outpost near Tam Ky, 340 
miles northeast of Saigon, at 9:05 a.m. 
Wednesday and were turned over to 
American authorities. 


They got their first meal — steak, 
potatoes, peas, salad, ice cream and 
cake — at Chu Lai, completed their 
physical examinations and were trans­ 
ferred to a hospital at Long Binh, just 
north of Saigon. 


There, spokesmen said, they joked with 
hospital attendants and watched televi­ 
sion before retiring for their first sleep 
between GI sheets in months. They will 
be sent home in the next two or three 
days. 


P A K is (UPI) — Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge told Communist negotiators 
today it was for them to decide wheth­ 
e r the Vietnam War was ended at the 
conference table or by President Nixon’s 
“ other plan.” 
Lodge told the Communist side Nixon 
was ready to carry out his plan for Viet­ 
nam izat ion of the war and withdrawal 
of American forces if efforts to negoti­ 
ate a settlement failed. 
Lodge warned the Communists: 
“ You must not rely on our making 
concession after concession until you get 
everything you want. 
“ In our search for peace we have 
recognized your side was capable of 
blocking all attempts to bring an end to 
the war through negotiation.” 


“ The President has stated the alterna­ 
tives,” he told the 41st session of the 
Vietnam Peace Conference. “ We remain 
ready through these meetings, through 
private meetings or through restricted 
meetings to discuss the issues serious­ 
ly and to find mutually acceptable solu­ 
tions to them. 


“ Whether peace is achieved through 
negotiation depends on your readiness 
to deal with the issues in the same 
spirit.” 


Lodge 
described Nixon’s alternative 
plan as one “ which wouldbring the war to 
an end, regardless of what happens on 
the negotiating front.” 
He said that as Nixon had said in his 


speech Monday, the United States had 
noted the reduced level of North Viet­ 
namese infiltration into South Vietnam 
and the reduction of American casual­ 
ties. 
“ We are basing our program of Viet- 
namization partially on those factors,” 
he said, and added a warning: “ If your 
military activity significantly increases 
we might have to take other measures.” 
Lodge cited public opinion polls taken 
since Nixon’s address to show that the 
President’s Vietnam policy has the sup­ 
port of the “vast majority” of the 
American people. 
“ That support has increased since 
the launching of the moratorium move­ 
ment to which you refer so much,” the 
U.S. negotiator said.

Seale given four years 


for contempt of court 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Black Panther Bob­ 
by Seale was sentenced Wednesday to 
four years in prison for repeatedly dis­ 
rupting the “ Chicago Eight” conspiracy 
trial. Seale’s 
lawyer 
immediately 
said he would appeal the “ savage” con­ 
tempt sentence to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
U.S. District Judge 
Julius J. Hoff­ 
man declared a mistrial in Seale’s con­ 
spiracy 
case and pronounced 
three- 
month consecutive sentences for each 
of 16 separate acts of contempt, ranging 
from Seale shouting obscenities in the 
courtroom to calling the judge a Fascist, 
racist pig. 
Seale was bound, gagged and hand­ 
cuffed to a chair last week for repeated 
outbursts in the courtroom. 
Seale's attorney, 
Charles R. Gar­ 
ry, said in San Francisco 
he would 
appeal the sentence. 
“ I think the sentence is a savage 
one,” Garry said. “ I never heard of 
a judge running wild like this in my 
life.” Garry could not attend the trial 
because of a recent operation. 
The cases against seven other men 


charged with conspiring to incite riots 
during the August, 1968, 
Democratic 
National 
Convention were not affected 
by the judge’s ruling against Seale. 
Hoffman, after a 90-minute reading, 
told Seale he was guilty of 16 separate 
acts of contempt, and sentenced him. 
Hoffman set April 23, 1970, for anew 
trial on the riot conspiracy charge. 
Seale’s vehement 
contention that he 
should act as his own attorney 
since 
Garry could 
not attend brought 
the 
trial to a standstill at several points. 
Hoffman had him bound and gagged three 
days last week, and during the morning 
session Wednesday 
Seale 
rose and 
asked a deputy sheriff from California, 
“ Have you ever killed a Black Panth­ 
er?” 
The prosecution 
witness, 
Bill H 
Ray of San Mateo, Calif., had testified 
he saw Seale board a plane in San Fran­ 
cisco for Chicago Aug. 27, 1968. The 
government contended Seale came to 
Chicago as part of the conspiracy. 
“ Why did you follow me? 
Have you 
ever killed a Black Panther? Have you 
ever been on a raid of the Black Panth- 


er party?” Seale asked Ray, ignoring 
Hoffman's repeated orders to sit down. 


Hoffman sent the jury from the room 
and Seale said, “ I am being railroaded. 
Why don’t you let me cross-examine 
the witness? This is a complete, overt, 
Fascist 
attempt — a Fascist denial 
of my constitutional rights.” 


In imposing sentence, 
Hoffman *aid 
Seale 
was guilty of “ a deliberate and 
willful attack on the administration of 
justice 
and an attempt to sabotage the 
federal judicial svstem.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Betty Lans- 
down Fouquet, 26, already charged with 
abandoning her 5-year-old daughter on a 
freeway, has been ordered to appear in 
court Friday for questioning about her 
missing son, Jeffrey, 8. 
Juvenile Court Referee Joan Carney 
approved a district attorney petition Wed­ 
nesday ordering Mrs. Fouquet and her 
common-law husband transferred from a 
jail in Bakersfield to here. The order 
stipulated that the missing boy must ac­ 
company them. 
The stipulation was made as a maneu­ 
ver to force the Fouquets to answer 
questions concerning the whereabouts of 
Jeffrey, who has been missing for sev- 
eral months. 
“ We hope the judge will order them 
to produce Jeffrey,” Sheriff’s Lt. Har­ 
old White explained. 


Authorities discovered last Saturday 
that Jeffrey, 
Mrs. Fouquet's son by a 
previous marriage, was missing. The 
woman has refused to say where he is or 
if she knows his whereabouts. 
The couple has been jailed in Bakers­ 
field since Mrs. Fouquet was identified 
as the mother of little Jody “ Smith.” 
The girl was found Oct. 25 clinging to a 
fence on a busy California freeway near 
Bakersfield. She told jpolice she has 
been let out of her mother’s car and told 
to say her name was “ Smith” when she 
was found. 


John Bowles, the court-appointed attor­ 
ney for the mother, said he would ad­ 
vise her not to answer any questions be­ 
cause of possible self-incrimination and 
because of the charges now pending 
against her. 


Enemy stepping up 
attacks in Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist troops in­ 
flicted costly losses on an elite South 
Vietnamese Marine unit in the Mekong 
Delta today, hit two American bases 
in the Central Highlands with ground as­ 
saults and laid siege to the Due Lap 
Green Beret camp near the Cambodian 
border. 


It was the sharpest series of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong attacks in 
months after a seven week lull ended 
early in the week with new drives that 
appeared to be a deliberate policy of 
testing the Saigon Government’s willing­ 
ness and ability to take over the war. 
The new drive was not reflected in 
casualty reports released today for last 
week. Those reports said 83 Americans 
were killed and 724 wounded, the fifth 
week in the past six that American loss­ 
es were below 100. Government losses 
were 245 dead and 758 wounded against 
1,879 guerrillas slain.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., warned President 
Nixon’s Vietnam critics today that the 
American people are getting more tired 
of street demonstrations than they are 
of the war. 
Goldwater said he was now convinced 
that most Americans agree with Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew’s description 
of demonstration leaders as “ impudent 
snobs.” 
“ I feel President Nixon's Vietnam 
critics are beginning to press their 
luck,” he said in a speech prepared 
for a western states Republicans con­ 
ference in Honolulu, “ I believe they may 
well discover in weeks to come that 
there is one thing the American people 
resent much more than the Vietnam 
War and that is the disruption of schools 
and 
public 
demonstrations which in­ 
convenience many citizens and play into 
the hands of those people whose bus­ 
iness it is to kill American fighting 
men.” . 
•# Goldwater said if Agnew “ keeps on 
expresring the sentiment of the vast, 
overwhelming majority of the American 
people he may find himself being boom­ 
ed for President before it’s even his 
turn.” 
Senate critics of the war, meantime, 
appeared divided as they weighed the 
impact of President Nixon's address to 
the naton Monday night. 
Sens. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Clif­ 
ford P. Case, R N.J., both said Nixon 
had effected a “ turn in national policy.” 
The two senators were among members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee who talked Chairman J. William 
Pulbright, I>Ark., out of holding public 
hearings on Vietnam until the administra­ 
tion Is given another chance to explain 
its policy.

all supplies were by air drops. 
Communist soldiers drove today to 
within 1,000 yards of Due Lap and shell­ 
ed Due Lap and a nearby artillery sup­ 
port base killing one American, wound­ 
ing two others and wounding five South 
Vietnamese. UPI correspondent NatGib- 
son said the rockets apparently were 
fired from Cambodia. 
Gibson said the North Vietnamese and 
some Viet Cong followed up the shell­ 
ing with a ground attack against the artil­ 
lery base just 
north of the camp, slip­ 
ping in through a fog to the trenchline 
defenses where they knifed a government 
soldier to death before being repulsed. 
The South Vietnamese lost four killed 
and nine wounded while the Communist 
force lost six dead. 
A Viet Cong broadcast said four Amer­ 
icans were-captured near Due Lac Sun- 
day wheh their helicopters were shot 
down. U.S. military sources said four 
men were missing and that one wounded 
man and one body were recovered. Heli­ 
copter rescue craft got within 10 feet 
of one live pilot but were driven off by 
heavy gunfire. 
Government military sources said as 


many as 5,000 North Vietnamese troops 
operating in the remote region around 
Due Lap were following a plan that called 
for capture of the camp. 
The attacks coincided with a flurry of 
22 shelling attacks across Vietnam dur­ 
ing the night. In one attack rockets 
hit the Nha Be area only nine miles 
southeast of Saigon, killing one civilian 
and wounding another. It was the first 
attack near Saigon since Sept. 5. 
The two attacks in the Central High­ 
lands were directed against units of the 
U.S. 4th Infantry Division in the Pleiku 
and Kontum areas about 230 miles north 
of Saigon. 
In the attack near Pleiku the guer­ 
rillas and North Vietnamese used small 
arms, automatic weapons and rocket- 
propelled grenades. They said an “ un­ 
known number” of Red Infantry men broke 
through the perimeter before the assault 
was repulsed with the aid of helicopter 
guns hips. 
In the attack near Kontum, about 20 
miles farther north, the Americans beat 
off the attack with artillery and heavy 
machineguns mounted on armored per­ 
sonnel carriers, killing three Communist 
soldiers.

The city needs only to pass a resolu­ 
tion to accept an easement for Pine Can­

For the past year Williams has been 
a patrol sergeant on the beat. Prior to 
that time he had served as the identifi­ 
cation officer for the department,

LONDON (UPI>-Queen Eli­ 
zabeth has been making do with 
the same $1 million a year 
salary since she was crowned 
17 years ago. Inflation has 
gotten so bad she has been 
forced to dip into her own 
money to pay the servants at 
Buckingham Palace. 
"My heart bleeds!" 
said 
William Hamilton, 
a Labor 
member 
of 
the 
House 
of 
Commons. "I cannot believe 
they (Parliament) would try to 
increase it. The government 
has enough trouble on its hands 
without looking for m ore." 
Elizabeth gets $440,000 a year 
from the British government 
for household salaries, $22,320 
for expenses of royal relatives 
and 
$144,000 
for 
her 
own 
expenses. 
But the cost of living has 
spiraled since her coronation 
and palace spokesmen said the 
situation 
was 
severe 
even 
though she has cut expenses 
over the years. For instance, 
the palace staff has been cut by 
15 per cent. 
"With the rising scale of 
official 
entertaining and the 
scale 
of 
state 
ceremony, 
expenses must be reviewed," a 
palace spokesman said. 
The spokesman said another 


thing that had increased costs 
was an increasing involvement 
in public life by Prince Charles 
and Princess Ann. 
The palace leaked the word 
the queen has been using her 
own money to pay the staff’s 
salaries, perhaps in an indirect 
appeal to Parliament, which 
would 
have 
to approve any 
increase in the royal allowance. 
Hamilton, a frequent critic of 
spending by the royal family, 
said opposition in Parliament to 
giving the queen a raise would 
be considerable. He said he 
would lead it. 
The disclosure of the crisis in 
the royal household brought a 
series of comments by newspa­ 
pers on the monarch in general.

queen," said the Daily Sketch.

"Surviving was e a s y...i t 
doesn’t seem too high when 
you’re falling." 
"The water was nice when I 
hit it. It was cool, calm, restful 
—almost

splashed, I wasn’t conscious 
until I was swimming. Then it 
was fun. 


"Dntil then, my eyes were 
closed. Then I opened them. I 
wasn’t surprised to be alive." 
He 
said 
although 
career 
disappointments and the disap­ 
pearance of a poodle and a play 
manuscript led to his drastic 
action, he was not disappointed 
to stay alive. 
"When I opened my eyes, it 
was like the dismal past had 
vanished and there was no need 
to worry any m ore." He said he 
was "now going to try and 
enjoy life for a while" and also 
restart his play. 
Baker said the fisher man who 
picked him up "was. very nice. 
When he fished me out he said 
‘Look, we caught a wet duck!"' 
Baker quipped "I should have 
said Quack! Quack!"’ 


Most of the suicides off the 
bridge have jumped from the 
side facing San Francisco and 
Baker recalled that "no nfatter 
how depressed I felt, the city 
looked so lovely. And the bridge

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Secret Service Serious 
About President's Safety

WASHINGTON—<NEA)—A few months ago, a 28-year-old 
janitor here told a friend, jokingly, that he “ might get me 
a high-powered rifle or a bow and arrow or something and 
bump old Nixon off." 
A few minutes later he was arrested. 


Someone had overheard his conversation, reported it to 
police, and the astonished janitor was put in jail for seven 
days under a little-known, but very strict, federal law 
whH'h prohibits any threats, even jocular ones, being made 
against the presiient of the United States. 


The law is one of the sternest examples of the steps 
authorities can take to protect the nation’s highest official. 
The “ authorities" are members of the gun-toting, unsmil­ 
ing, u’tra-efficient Secret Service. They have had presi­ 
dential protection responsibilities since 1901 They let noth­ 


Agents say that 80 per cent of last year’s 15,000 invests 


ing—civil rights, personal safety, nothing—interfere with 
their duty. 
And for good reason. The president is perhaps the most 
targeted individual in the world. Since 1865. when Abe 
Lincoln fell, almost one in every five has been assassi­ 
nated. and one in every three has had serious brushes with 
assassination tries. 
Richard Nixon is no exception. Last November, a 43- 
year-old Yemenite and his two sons were arrested in an 
alleged New York City murder plot. Scores of others have 
been arrested for lesser offenses. 
One of the lesser ones: Early this year, a 21-year-old 
Bronx girl told a White House guard she would “ kill Nixon 
if I had the opportunity” She was put in jail for almost a 
week and will be “ watched" for years to come. 
The Secret Service has a card file of well over 100,000 
people under routine surveillance. Some of these people, 
actually, are close friends and acquaintances of Mr. Nixon 
( “ No one is above suspicion," says one federal agentt. 
The rest are the “ kooks" who regularly make cracks about 
presidents. 


gâtions (mostly prompted by letters) on behalf of presi­ 
dential safety turped out to be either crude humor or actual 
mental instabilities. 
But whatever the motivation for threats against Mr. 
Nixon, the Secret Service checks them all out thoroughly. 
Some 700 agents, in 75 field offices around the nation, spend 
much of their time plowing through every shred—often just 
hints or rumors—of possible presidential hazards. 
Says a Secret Service spokesman: 
“ The checking is absolutely necessary. Sometimes it gets 
nothing. Sometimes we just refer an individual to a mental 
institution. But all of the information is important. It gives 
us a computerized, easily accessible reference to potential 
threats anywhere in the nation." 
To secure against these threats. Secret Service men are 
given the widest latitude in terms of sentry power. At least 
a dozen other federal agencies are at their disposal. 
Planes, ships, even tanks—anything and everything is at 
security call. 
In fact, the Service is absolute authority in matters of 
presidential welfare. (Harry Truman called it his only 
boss.) In times of stress, citizens, newsmen, little old 
ladies, even other police officers, have been knocked aside 
rather than be allowed in the president’s way. 
“ Sure we get rough at times." observes one field agent. 
“ We’ve got to. I suppose there are probably thousands of 
people in a country this size who. given an opportunity, 
might kill the president. Our job is to see they don’t get 
the opportunity."

Bogus Buck 
Business 
Is Booming 
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(First of Two Articles.)

WASHINGTON — (N E A )— 
Who says it’s hard to m ake 
a dollar t h e s e days? A c­ 
tually, it’s a good deal easier 
than ever before. 
All a fellow needs is an 
offset printing press, some 
green ink, a good grade of 
paper—and he can make all 
the dollars he wants. 
I t’s illegal, of course. Up 
to 15 years in prison. But 
still, what w i t h m o d e r n 
m e t h o d s of reproduction, 
counterfeiting money is so 
easy that m ore and more 
people are doing it all the 
time. 
The expansion of f u n n y 
money is no laughing m a t­ 
ter. No one can accurately 
say how much queer cu r­ 
rency is being made at pres­ 
ent. But the Treasury De­ 
partment says it’s too much. 
Last year, federal a g e n t s 
m ade 1,370 arrests and un­ 
c o v e r e d $1(),294„W).32 in 
counterfeit money. This year 
the arrests and confi.scations 
have been even g r e a t e r . 
Som e officials feel the trend 
is clearly a potential threat 
to the econom ic stability of 
the nation. 
Says one Treasury D epart­ 
ment authority: 
“ Right now, counterfeiting 
is big but far from being out 
of hand. However, supposing 
somebody wanted to create 
havoc in the country—like 
all these revolutionary stu­ 
dents. With a little organiza­ 
tion, 
they 
could 
put 
vast 
sums of bogus money on the 


m arket very quickly—and it 
could mean real trouble.’’ 
There is, officials say, a 
precedent to this worry. Dur­ 
ing the Revolutionary War, 
t h e B r i t i s h counterfeited 
American currency to such 
an extent that it nullified the 
value of all Continental cur­ 
rency and resulted in the old 
phrase: “ Not worth a Conti­ 
nental.’’ 


The trouble is, say spokes­ 
men for the Treasury De­ 
partm ent’s 
Secret 
Service, 
technology has made coun­ 
terfeiting simple. Where once 
it was a complex m atter in­ 
volving several very skilled 
operations, it is now a pro­ 
cess within the mechanical 
grasp of millions. 
No 
longer 
are 
the 
bills 
exacBy scratched out on en­ 
graving plates by tem pera­ 
mental old chalcographers in 
eyeshades. Now any kid or 
h o u s e w i f e with a basic 
knowledge of offset (photo 
e n g r a v i n g ) printing can 
make a m i l l i o n in a few 
hours in the garage.

“ Ninety-eight per cent of 
all bills today are done off­ 
set. So, since there are at 
least a quarter of a million 
people in the country con­ 
nected 
with 
this

have a lot of suspects.’’ 


But if technology has in­ 
creased the quantity of con­ 
temporary bogus money, it 
has also decreased the qual­ 
ity. Even the very best photo 
engraving job com es off the 
press as a very shabby fa c­ 
simile. 


“ Anybody c a n s p o t t h e 
counterfeit stuff today,” says 
the Secret S e r v i c e . “ The 
bills are dark and lifeless. 
The fine lines that crisscross 
portions of the paper are not 
clear and distinct. And. since 
they c a n ’t be printed on real 
currency stock (legal tender 
paper is not com m ercially 
obtainable), it e v e n f e e l s 
phony to the touch.” 
As a result of the bogus in­ 
feriority, 
Treasury 
officers 
say that counterfeiting to­ 
day, ironically, is one of the 
least profitable of all crim es. 
Some quick money can be 
made, authorities admit, but 
“ sooner or later we get al­ 
most everyone who is fool 
enough to peddle the stuff.” 
Agents 
say they 
usually 
get fake money within 48 
hours after it’s put on the 
market. It then goes into a 


computerized 
identification 
s y s t e m w h i c h invariably 
narrows the fraud closer and 
closer to its source. 
This is the critical kink for 
anyone deciding to go into 
the “ funny m oney” business. 
True, anyone can do it. Offi­ 
cials say office boys in New 
York have even passed off 
some Xeroxed copies of $10 
bills. 
But: 
“ I don’t think a n y b o d y 
ever gets completely away 
with it.” says a Secret Serv­ 
ice man. “ Sooner or later, 
we get hold of every counter­ 
feit bill passed. And sooner 
or later, we get hold of every 
counterfeiter, too.”

Judging from the results, the 
readers who do participate in 
the regular contest wouldn’t 
have much to worry about if we 
were eligible. During the past 
few weeks there has only been 
one time that any of the Rec­ 
ord employe picksters accur­ 
ately forecast all 13 games — 
and that was the same time that 
we had 31 doing the same in 
the contest. 
Everyone has his own meth­ 
od of selecting games for the 
week in question. Some simply 
go down the list and pick out 
those teams they think will 
win. By this, we mean they’re 
going pretty much on luck rath­ 
er than football “knowledge.” 
Then there are just the op­ 
posite. They study all the teams, 
records and other predictions 
for a basis upon which to make 
their own picks. We are one 
of those. So is Ray McCuen, 
the other member of the edi­ 
torial department who feels he 
has enough sports background to 
make a study of it. (He’s a 
former sports editor.) 
There also is the consensus 
type player. We have several 
of these. They compare notes 
with each other to get the “ feel­ 
ing” for the crucial, or toss- 
ups. 
Every Monday morning all 
gather around each other. “ How 
many did you m iss?’’theyhope­ 
fully ask each other. 
Last Monday it was just like 
that. 
McCuen felt he had a 
pretty good chance. “Boy, I 
hit that Lompoc tie - breaker 
score right on the nose!” he 
confidently 
informed us. 
“I 
missed five, though,” he add­ 
ed. 
We had also missed five, but 
figured we had missed to in 
favor of our colleague. The 
consensus among the backshop 
and advertising staffs was that 
they also were “ out of it.” 
You see they had been helping 
one of the girls in the ad staff 
make her selections last week. 
“ You don’t want to pick Denver 
over San Diego or Mississippi 
over LSU,” they told us they 
expertly advised her. 
But no, she held out and wound 
up winning it on those two se­ 
lections — for her second in 
the last three weeks! 
Of course the hardest task is 
that of figuring the tie - break­ 
e r score. It used to be a mat­ 
ter of guessing 14-7, 21-14, 
etc. but now since two-point 
conversions are used in high 
school football it gets a lit­ 
tle more difficult. 
Another 
thing is the fre­ 
quency with which both Lompoc 
and Cabrillo have been running 
higher than average scores. And 
of course the big question is will 
it be another one this week? 
Or will the particular game in 
question be a more “normal” 
one° Since a wrong guess on 
a tie-breaker can mean the dif- 
ing, the pickster will spend a 


little more time on that one. 
As an example, try and figure 
the point spread for this week’s 
tied - breaker (Cabrillo ver­ 
sus Santa Maria). We have been 
trying to do this. First of all we 
threw out all but the mutual 
opponents (San Luis Obispo, 
San Marcos and Dos Pueblos). 
Then it was determined that 
Cabrillo 
scored 
104 
points 
against those three teams while 
giving up 18 (or an average of 
34 per game scored and six 
per game allowed.) Santa Maria 
tallied 103 against the three op­ 
ponents (34 per game average) 
and gave up 40 (13 per game 
average). To make it simpler, 
we boiled it down to an aver­ 
age of touchdowns per game 
scored and allowed. 
For Cabrillo it was five tds 
versus one td. Santa Maria came 
up with a figure of five tds 
also, giving up an average of 
two tds. Which means that we 
can now make a prediction. 
Both 
teams 
will score five 
touchdowns but Cabrillo will win 
because it gives up only one 
touchdown on defense compared 
with two for Santa Maria! 
Confused? Try it on total 
points scored through seven 
games. That’s even harder al­ 
though Cabrillo still rates the 
defensive edge by one touch­ 
down.

Which leads us to pick Cabril­ 
lo by one touchdown over the 
Saints, 28-21. As far as the 
other 
two 
league games this 
week are concerned, it’s even 
harder since both games fea­ 
ture teams that have played only 
two mutual opponents.

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San Francisco's Chinatown stirring 
with discontent; changes underway

SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)- 
Chinatown, 
San 
Francisco’s 
best-known 
tourist 
stop, 
is 
stirring with discontent. 
Behind the century-old walls 
of its temples and restaurants, 
the largest Chinese community 
outside Asia is seething with 
change. 
The youth are forming into 
“ Red Guard” and “WahChing” 
gangs. 
New immigrants, arriving by 
the thousands, are rebelling 
against the economic slavery of 
the kitchens and sewing shops. 
The elders, whose authority is 
founded in thousands of years 
of Chinese culture, are being 
challenged. 
Crowding, a way of life in the 
17-block area around Grant 
Avenue, 
is becoming intolera­ 
ble. 
One 
study 
showed 
a 
population equivalent to 98,000 
persons 
per 
square mile, 
compared to an average of 
15,700 for the city. 
“During the past two years 
there has been a critical change 
under way in Chinatown,” says 
Moon “Chip” Eng, a young 
sociologist engaged in Univer­ 
sity of California 
research 
project. ‘From a self-contained 
society, it has become one that 
is joined to the rest of the 
community.” 
San 
Francisco has 70,000 
Chinese, half of them living in 
Chinatown. A new wave of 
immigration is bringing in an 
estimated 4,000 to 8,000 a year 
as a result of ending the quota 
system that allowed only 105 
Chinese a year to enter the 
country. 
“ The ones that’s running it 
(Chinatown), the ones that got 
the money, they don’t dig us,” 
says Clifford Tom, a leader of 
the Red Guard, a tough band of 
Chinese youth who have taken 
up an alliance with the Black 
Panthers 
and 
the 
radical 
Students of San francisco State 
College. 
“ We are here to bail out the 
problems of Chinatown,” Tom 
adds. “ We are just trying to 
help the community. We want 
to save it for the people instead 
of the rich pigs.” 
On the other sicje of the 
ferment in Chinatown is the 
“ Six Companies” representing 
the elders. 
“ Why do we have problems 
now 
in 
Chinatown?*' 
asks 
Kenneth Lee, Six Companies 
executive director. “ Because 
the younger generation refuses 
to 
take 
advice 
from 
the 
elders.” The youth and the new 
immigrants should be “ more 
humble,” he says. 
Humble Chinese have been 
content to wash dishes or 
operate ancient 
sewing ma­ 
chines in the community’s 160 
small dress factory sweat­ 
shops. 
The biggest Chinatown’s prob­ 
lems involve its social isolation 
from 
the 
American 
main­ 
stream. It is probably the only 
community left in the country

where an immigrant may never 
learn English well enough to 
answer the telephone. 
“ The “Wah Ching” are the 
immigrant youth. They are not 
a humble or docile group. To 
show their defiance 
of the 


elders they smash beer bottles 
on 
the 
front 
of 
the 
Six 
Companies’ temple. 
During a confrontation with 
school officials Chinese pupils 
threw 
cherry 
bombs 
and 
splattered an assistant princi- 


pal with eggs. 
The Chinese new year pa­ 
rade, usually a gay climax to a 
week of peaceful celebrating, 
turned into a riot this year. 
Eighty-nine persons were in­ 
jured, 35 were arrested. A 
police car was set afire and 
officers were bombarded with 
cherry-bombs converted into 
nasty weapons by being dripped 
in glue and thumbtacks. 
New comers arrive by the 
planeload from 
Hong 
Kong. 
Each immigrant has a Dromise 


of a job or a family who will 
take care of him. The trouble is 
that the conditions they find in 
Chinatown may appear worse 
than the conditions they left in 
Hong Kong. 
“ They are spoiled so in China 
.town that they do not 
wash 
town that they do not 
wash 
dishes. They say they are not 
accustomed to that,” 
com- 
'mented the elder. 
Trying to enforce health and 
minimum pay standards in the 
sewing shoDs and kitchpns nf 


Chinatown 
has 
frustrated 
government officials and labor 
unions. People who know say it 
is true that adults work for as 
little as 50 cents an hour. 
The Chinatown business esta­ 
blishment has “ not been willing 
to 
initiate 
or confront any 
proposals for improving the 
conditions,” the San Francisco 
Human 
Rights 
Commission 
complained recently. 
In the past such problems got 
little heed from the outside 
communitv. 
Chinatown 
was 


able to take care of its own 
problems, or at least keep them 
within the district. 
The famed Chinatown detail 
of the San Francisco Police 
Department has had little to do 
since the days of the notorious 
Tong wars among the Kwan 
Ducks, Hip Yees and Ong Sungs 
that faded before World War n. 
In 1964, when seven per cent of 
the 
city’s 
population 
was 
Chinese, less than two per cent 
of its juvenile arrests were 
Chinese. 


“ Chinatown was quiet for so 
long that it seems now like an 
explosion,” 
says officer Ron 
Schneider of the Chinatown 
detail. 
“ Actually, what’s happening 
is that the youth are becoming 
Americanized. All youth are 
revolting and the Chinese are 
catching up with it, catching up 
with society in general.” 
The Chinese are confined in 
Chinatown largely because that 
is where the c^y wanted them.

criticized by Teague

Teague (Rep., Ojai) reempha­ 
sized today his view that con­ 
tinued offshore drilling and pro­ 
duction in the Santa Barbara 
Channel is not a prudent pol­ 
icy for the Federal Govern­ 
ment to support. 
Teague made his remarks on 
the heels of the Interior De­ 
partment’s release today of the 
U.S. Geological Survey Profes­ 
sional Paper 679 entitled “Geo­ 
logy, petroleum development, 
and seismicity of the Santa Bar­ 
bara channel region, Califor­ 
nia.” This tecunical report in­ 
formation that 
p r o v e s 
for an 
understanding 
of the 
unique geology of the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel region and the cir­ 
cumstances relating to the oil 
seepage in the vicinity of drill­ 
ing platform A. 
Although the report was in­ 
tended to show justification for 
removing oil from under the 
Union and Sun oil offshore leas­ 
es, the Republican from Ojai 
stated his belief that ‘The re­ 
port indicates to me that the 
process of extracting oil from 
the channel is unsafe.” 
“ The USGS report historical­ 
ly 
and 
scientifically 
gives 
strong evidence of the geologi­ 
cal instability of the channel. 
It also indicates that frequent 
seismic 
disturbances which 
have occurred in the past con­ 
tinue Jto be a dangerous char­ 
acteristic of the channel today 
and will be so on into the fu­ 
ture.” 
Teague followed this state­ 
ment 
by 
saying, 
“ The re­ 
port definitely shows that any 
seismic 
disturbance 
lias 
a 
high probability of causing leaks 
at 
off shore 
sites 
and along 
lengthy popelines used to trans­ 
fer oil from platforms to re­ 
ceiving stations on land. These 
conclusions constitute a clear 
indictment of the past Adminis­ 
tration’s decision to go ahead 
with the oil operations in the 
channel. Furthermore, it cannot 
help but impress the present 
Administration as to the ob­ 
vious danger of allowing drill­ 
ing and production activity to 
continue, except where abso- 


lutely necessary to reduce cur­ 
rent leakage.” 
The Congressman, 
in con­ 
cluding, stated, “ I feel it is in­ 
cumbent upon this Administra­ 
tion to recognize the true mean­ 
ing of the 
USGS findings and 
strongly 
support 
legislation 
which Senator Murphy and I 
have introduced.” 
The legislation referred to 
by Congressman Teague would 
remove oil companies from the 
channel in exchange for com­ 
petitive bidding rights at the 
Elk Hills Naval Petroleum Re­ 
serve.

“ At first.” recalls Martin 
Wilson, an upstate New York 
farmer. “ I couldn’t believe 
my ears.

“ and offered to buy all my 
old milk cans. 
I thought 
they were nuts and refused 
to sell, so they upped the 
price. 
I finally sold them 
some cans for a b o u t five 
times what they were worth. 
That got me to thinking, so 
I set up a stand outside the 
house, near the road, and 
dragged out every old piece 
of farm equipment that was 
not of any use to me—most 
of it was broken anyway. 
Sold it all in two days. 


“ Now I buy old junk from 
neighbors and sell it as fast 
as I can get it. My friends 
think I ’m out of my mind, 
but it sure b e a t s milking 
COW'S.” 


And so it is, as Farmer 
Wilson will happily testify, 
that each and every week­ 
end 
a 
couple 
of 
million 
Americans d e v o t e them­ 
selves, their s p a r e time 
and or cash to that rapidly 
growing 
n a t i o n a l 
sport 
k n o w n as “ Antiqueing.” 
which isn’t really what it is 
since most of the things they 
do battle for aren’t antiques 
at all. 


To be an antique some­ 
thing has to be at least 100 
years old and hardly any­ 
thing is these days. 


But, notes E. A. Babka, 
the publisher of an 80,000 
circulation weekly paper in 
Kewanee, 
111., called The 
Antique Trader, “ People are 
born collectors. 
Since an­ 
tiques are hard to come by, 
what most people go after 
are collector’s items — and 
that means anything.” 


Anything? 


“ Yep,” says Babka, “ any­ 
thing.” 


According to Babka, carni­ 
val glass (which turns out to 
be the kind of glass goodies 
given away at carnivals 30 
or 40 years ago) is a hot 
item. 


“ It was really very cheap 
stuff,” the former electrical 
engineer 
turned 
publisher 
admits, “ but it’s been out of 
production so long that col­ 
lectors are doing each other 
in to get hold of it. 
Some 
people think it’s pretty.” 


Right up there with carni­ 
val glass are bottles—empty 
variety. 


Seems that a lot of people 
will buy a jug of anything 
just to get the container, a 
fact that isn’t w a s t e d on 
Madison Avenue marketing 
types. 


The way it works is that 
booze companies issue spe­ 


cial bottles in limited sup­ 
plies, then break the mold. 
That makes the bottles col­ 
lector’s items and the col­ 
lectors,* k n o w i n g an item 
when they hear about one, 
trundle out and buy them, 
plunking down $20 or so for 
$3 worth of liquor, then throw 
away the booze and sit back 
and wait. In five years or so, 
they reason, after some of 
the more clumsy collectors 
( p r o b a b l y the ones who 
drank the stuff) break their 
bottles, those still kicking 
around will be in the same 
class w ith the Crown Jewels. 


“ The way we see it,” says 
Kermit Axel, vice president 
at 21 B r a n d s , “ there’s a 
huge cult of bottle collectors 
—at least 200,000 of them—in 
the Midwest and Southwest 
who gobble these things up. 
W e’ve a l w a y s maintained 
that the package was the 
sizzle and the liquor was the 
steak, so we put three years 
of research into it and came 
out with Scotch in a golf bag 
bottle. It was a smash. Now 
we’ve got a duck-shaped bot­ 
tle, a knight-shaped bottle, a 
special series of c e r a m i c 
epics with Mercury, a discus 
thrower, g l a d i a t o r s and 
charioteers. From there, who 
knows?” 


Who, indeed?

Hollywood Saves RAF Leader 
Service news 
Shot Down by Own Colleagues

L O N D O N — (N E A) — 
Thanks to a Hollywood film 
producer, Britain is at last 
m a k in g a m e n d s for the 
shabby way it has treated 
one of the g r e a t e s t of its 
wartime heroes. 
The hero is Air Chief Mar­ 
shal Sir Hugh Dowding, who, 
as commander of the Battle 
of B r i t a i n in May, 1940, 
saved this country from a 
G e r m a n invasion—only to 
become the forgotten man. 
Now 87 and crippled with 
arthritis, “ Stuffy” Dowding, 
as his pilots called him affec­ 
tionately, can draw some 


comfort in his twilight days 
in knowing that his services 
are being honored at last. 
The Hollywood producer 
responsible for this is Harry 
S a 11 z m a n, who made the 
James Bond films. Saltzman 
makes D o w d in g (as por­ 
trayed by actor Sir Lau­ 
rence Olivier) the star of the 
$15 million film epic, “ The 
Battle of Britain,” which is 
no more than fitting. Many 
here rank him with Admiral 
Nelson and Sir F r a n c i s 
Drake. 
Nelson and Drake had stat­ 
ues erected to their memory 
for their services to king and 
country. Dowding’s reward 
in the hour of his triumph 


Air Chief Marshal Sir Hugh Dowding 
In 1940 
and now 


was to be fired by telephone 
at 24 hours’ notice. 
In 1945 he was passed over 
for promotion as marshal of 
the Royal Air Force, at a 
time when promotions and 
awards were being handed 
around wholesale. Nor was 
there any Order of the Gar­ 
ter or Order of Merit for 
Stuffy, although these honors 
went to lesser men. He was 
consigned to oblivion. 
What had Stuffy done to 
merit such treatment? En ­ 
couraged by the i n t e r e s t 
Saltzman has taken in his 
life, Dowding recently opened 
his papers and memories to 
Robert Wright, who was his 
personal assistant during the 
war. The resultant book just 
published here, “ D o w d in g 
and the Battle of Britain.” 
tells a sordid tale of service 
rivalry and W h i t e h a l l in­ 
trigue. 
In 1938, Stuffy asked for 
bulletproof glass in the wind­ 
screens on the Hurricanes 
and Spitfires, a suggestion 
which caused his colleagues 
to “ d i s s o l v e into gusts of 
laughter.” Dowding’s reply: 
“ If Chicago gangsters can 
h a v e bulletproof g la s s in 
their cars, I can’t see any 
reason why my pilots should 
not have the same.” 
In May, 1940, he refused 
Churchill’s request to send 
e v e r y a v a i l a b l e fighter 
s q u a d r o n to France, thus 
stripping Britain of its air 
defenses. On this occasion. 
Dowding appealed to the war 
cabinet against Churchill. “ If 
the present rate of wastage 
continues for another fort­ 
night, we shall not have a 
single H u r r i c a n e left in 
France or in this country,” 
he warned. The war cabinet 
sustained him. 
And Dowding was in the 
middle of the “ big wing” 
controversy, r e v o l v i n g 
around whether the Luftwaffe 
formations attacking Britain 


should be opposed by single 
or grouped s q u a d r o n s of 
fighters. 
Dowding f a v o r e d single 
squadrons—they were quick­ 
er off the ground and more 
e c o n o m i c a l . But single 
squadrons were not spectac­ 
ular enough for Air Vice 
Marshal Trafford Leigh-Mal- 
lory, in c h a r g e of No. 12 
Group. 
The Air Staff sided with 
Leigh-Mallory. ordered “ big 
wings.” Dowding’s dismissal 
f o ll o w e d soon afterwards, 
when he was told by tele­ 
phone that he was being re­ 
lieved of his command. 
Dowding had the satisfac­ 
tion of being proved right by 
actual test. Early in 194i. 
Leigh-Mallory decided to re- 
stage one of the engagements 
in the Battle of Britain as a 
"paper exercise.” Five “ big 
wings” were ordered into the 
air. one after another.'None 
was airborne in time. The 
hypothetical German raiders 
bombed two airfields and re­ 
turned to France without a 
single loss. 
No apology, however, was 
made to Dowding. who was 
employed for the duration of 
the war chasing down waste 
in the RAF. 
Was Wmston Churchill in­ 
volved in giving Dowding the 
sack? Robert Wright’s biog­ 
raphy is undecided, although 
Dowding is quoted as say­ 
ing: “ If it was done without 
reference to Churchill and 
he had reacted true to form, 
he’d have gone through the 
roof.” Churchill left the roof 
undisturbed. 
Commenting on the Dowd­ 
ing story, British historian 
A. J. P. Taylor says. “ It was 
lucky for Nelson that he died 
at Trafalgar. Otherwise he 
might have found himself 
dismissed and ignored when 
he got home.”

(UPI) -One 
of the most profitable items in 
the literacy trade these days is 
the exercise book. If you write 
a better exercise book, the 
bluebird of happiness will do 
push-ups on your windowsill 
and the world will jog a path to 
your door. 
Books on yoga, 
isometrics 
and aerobics have done well, to 
mention just a few, and “ Miss 
Craig's 21-day Shape-Up Pro­ 
gram for Men and Women" 
recently was a national best­ 
seller for 30 weeks. 
Currently moving up fast is 
something 
called 
“ Sanases- 
sion." (“ This series of wonder­ 
ful exercises was discovered by 
Miss Grace Treber in the 
Himalayan mountain kingdom 
of Hunza,” the ad says. 
(Regrettably, the ad doesn’t 
make clear how Miss Treber 
happened to be in Hunza. Did 
she go there looking for new 
exercises or did she accidental-* 
ly 
run across them while 
working 
for 
the 
CIA 
or 
something? One wonders.) 
To me, the popularity of 
these books was mystifying. 
The traditional American atti­ 
tude has been: Is you’ve done 
one exercise, you've done them 
all. So what makes one exercise 
book better than another? 
Seeking an answer to that 
question, I had a chat the other 
day 
with 
Bonnie 
Prudden, 
autfior of “ How to Keep Slender 
and fit After Thirty,” a new 
edition of which has just been 
published. 


I didn’t pose the question 
directly, of course. I figured 
Miss Prudden might clam up if 
she suspected I was picking her 
brains with intent of writing an 
excerside book of my own. 


In 
the 
course 
of 
our 
conversation, 
Miss Prudden 
came forth with a number of 
interesting observations. (“ Big 
thighs are not fat, they’re 
emotional,” she said at one 
point.) And I finally learned the 
secret of her success. 


I was able to deduce that the 
way to write a better exercise 
book is to specialize. 
Fill your manuscript with 
generalized instructions on how 
to deflab the abdomen and tone 
up the tissues and you’ll be 
lucky to sell eight copies. But if 
you direct the same exercises 
toward a specific objective, the 
book makes it. 
The 
reason 
is 
that 
we 
Americans are efficiency or­ 
iented. Firming up the biceps 
simply for the sake of firm 


biceps strikes us as muscular 
featherbedding. You’ve got to 
give it some purpose. 
Miss Prudden illustrates this 
point rather graphically in a 
chapter of her book headed 
“ Sexercises.” 
Which is about 
as specialized as exercises can 
get. 
Now that I know the formula 
for 
writing better exercise 
books, all I need s a ticket to 
some 
Himalayan 
mountain 
kingdom and my fortune will be 
made.

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Piano Virtuoso Gets the Hippies to Dig J. Brahms

N E W Y O R K - ( N E A ) - 
When the kids skate over the 
p a r q u e t and wipe grimy 
palms on the upholstery, it’s 
easy to wonder why poets 
wax 
sentimental over the 
joys of motherhood. 


But Mary Hollander had 
an even stronger reason to 
doubt that its joys outnum­ 
bered its problems. She had 
to cope with a son who, at 
the age of 5 successfully 
organized “ An Evening With 
Bach,” to be presented by 
his kindergarten class. 


At 24, Lorin Hollander is a 
well-known p i a n o virtuoso 
But raising this m u s i c a l 
prodigy wasn’t an easy job. 


“ Lorin started formal les­ 
sons on the piano at 4Vi,” 
she said. “ His father and I 
didn’t take it seriously. But 
Lorin did.” At the age of 11 
he made his debut as a con­ 
cert pianist at Carnegie Hall 
and at 14 substituted for Van 
Cliburn when that artist was 
ill. 


" I used the hit-and-miss 
method,” Mrs. H o l l a n d e r 
said. “ I had to try every­ 
thing and hope for the best. 
There is no easily available 
e d u c a t i o n a l s y s t e m in 
America to provide for these 
children. 


“ There was nowhere to go 
for advice, no source mate­ 
rial on how to raise a prodigy 
in music. And Lorin was 
superbright in other areas as 
well.” 


In second grade he was so 


advanced that they had to 
keep him out of the class­ 
room so as not to disturb the 
others. 


“ In third grade my ‘genius’ 
was assigned janitor work to 
keep him busy,” his mother 
recalled. 


Mary Hollander w o r r i e d 
about p o s s i b l e personality 
problems with her son. “The 
kids used to yell ‘show-off’ at 
him and w hen he would raise 
his hand his teacher would 
say, ‘O.K., Lorin, we know 
you’re a genius.’ ” 


When Lorin was 11, it was 
suggested that he go to Yale. 
He passed all the tests but 
the family didn’t want to 
send him away since he was 
so young. They tried Colum­ 
bia next, but the school was 
not set up to h a n d l e the 
musical prodigy. 


He started p l a y i n g con­ 
certs for Baldw n at 11. At 
14 he was signed by KCA. 


But back to the care and 
raising of this youngster who 
at 18 months chose and put 
on the record player himself 
the " A l e x a n d e r Nyevsky 
Cantata” and cried when he 
had worn out the center hole 
so that the music played off 
pitch 


Mary Hollander had the 
additional 
responsibility of 
two other children, bright 
(her other son now writes 
rock music, her daughter is 
a doctor of clinical psychol­ 
ogy) but not requiring the 
special treatment needed by 
Lorin. How to make them all 
feel e q u a l l y loved was a 
tough chore. She mused. “ I

wonder if I wasn’t often cruel 
where Lorin was concerned. 
That boy got it in the neck 
from all over.” 


She recalled the time in a 
class for accelerated chil­ 
dren when he was assigned 
to do a book report on the 
novel of his choice. He chose 
"The Turn of the Screw.” be­ 
cause he was fascinated bv 


Benjamin Britten's music on 
the theme.

Specialists as W ell as Troopers

State policemen are civil 
servants whose primary re­ 
sponsibility is to enforce the 
laws and regulations govern­ 
ing the use of highways. In 
some states, they also may 
investigate crimes, such as 
thefts, 
murders 
and 
nar­ 
cotics violations. 


While most of the 300,000 
state 
troopers 
across 
the 
nation spend the great bulk 
of their time out on the high­ 
ways. some engage in spe­ 
cialized work, such as fin­ 
gerprint c l a s s i f i c a t i o n , 
c h e m i c a l or microscopic 
analysis, i n s t r u c t i o n of 
trainees, piloting police air­ 
craft or serving with special 
units, such as mounted po­ 
lice, canine corps and har­ 
bor patrols. 


The largest force is in 
California, with about 3,000 
officers; the smallest is in 
Nevada, with fewer than 100. 


Opportunities for s t a t e 
police jobs are regarded as 
excellent for qualified ap­ 
plicants. 


Employment is expected 
to rise rapidly through all 
of the 1970s. Most of the in­ 
crease will be needed for 
highway patrol and related 
activities, but part will be 
needed in criminal investi­ 
gation and other functions. 


Other e n t r y requirements 
vary by state, but usually 
applicants must be at least 
21. Most states also require 
a high school education or 
an equivalent combination 
of education and experience. 
Officers also must pass a 
competitive examination and 
meet physical and personal 
requirements. Often, tests of 
strength and agility are re­ 
quired. 
Honesty, 
good 
judgment 
and sense of responsibility 
are especially important in 
police work. Thus, investi­ 
gation of an applicant’s char­ 
acter traits and background 
is necessary. 
In all states, a training 
program extends over sev­ 
eral 
months. 
Recruits re­ 
ceive classroom instruction 
in state laws and jurisdic­ 
tions, study accident investi­ 
gation, patrol, traffic control 
and other procedures. They 
learn to use firearms, defend 


themselves from a t t a c k , 
handle an automobile at high 
speeds, administer first aid 
and deal with other emer­ 
gencies. 


High 
school 
courses 
in 
English composition, reading 
comprehension, A m e r i c a n 
history, civics and govern­ 
ment, psychology, sociology 
and physics are helpful in 
preparing for a career in 
police work. Physical edu­ 
cation and sports activities 
also are useful in developing 
stamina and agility. 
As a general rule, recruits 
must serve a probationary 
period r a n g i n g from six 
months 
to 
two 
years 
or 
more. After specified periods 
of t i me , officers become 
eligible for promotion, and 
most states have merit sys­ 
tems. 
Conferences 
with 
h i g h 
s c h o o l and 
Employment 
Service counselors are sug- 
gested along with interviews 


with state police officers in 
your area.

Whoever it was who first ob­ 
served that there’s nothing 
older than yesterday’s news 
said it before the 
inven­ 
tion of yesterday’s bumper 
sticker. 
The bumper sticker is fair­ 
ly recent in American politi­ 
cal life, having been forced 
to wait for the invention of 
the bumper. This makes it 
somewhat new-fangled when 
compared 
to 
the 
election 
poster, but a poster is a 
sometime thing. A bumper 
sticker is forever. 
“ Look around,’’ says David 
Ross, president of Votes Un­ 
limited and as such the un­ 
disputed overground bumper 
sticker king, “ and you’ll see 
that the stickers outlast the 
candidates. People become 
very attached to stickers. I 
saw one that I know is 12 
years old stuck to a tree 
near my home. The candi­ 
date is forgotten, the issues 
of the campaign are dead, 
but the bumper sticker lives 
on.” 
Ross, who more or less got 
into the campaign special­ 
ties business in ’64 when 
Barry 
Goldwater 
tinkered 
with the idea of flooding the 
country with 
heart-shaped 
balloons as a tie-in with his 
campaign slogan (“ In your

y 
right” ), feels people go on 
living 
with 
their 
bumper 
stickers long after elections 
for one of three reasons. 
“ If your guy won,” he rea­ 
sons, “ you want the world to 
know you backed a winner. 
If he lost, you want to show 
you’re a person of principles 
and won’t back down. Third­ 
ly, a lot of people are too 
lazy to take them off once 
they get ’em on.” 
Ross, who supplies would- 
be office holders with every­ 
thing 
f rom 
pennants 
to 
combs to emery boards to 
potholders, m o s t l y in red. 
white and blue, all designed 
to get you to vote for some­ 
body or other, usually has 
cause 
for celebration, 
no 
matter who wins an election. 
“ There were 
nine 
guys 
running in a New Mexico 
primary,” he recalls, “ and 
I sold to seven of them. As 
long as the other two didn’t 
win, 1 didn’t care.” 
But now and then even a 
sticker czar can get stuck, 
as Ross did after last year’s 
presidential election. 
“ I ’ve still got 20,000 Nixon 
bumper stickers,” he admits, 
“ but I ’m not worried. I’ll get 
rid of them in 1972. In this 
business, that’s called plan­ 
ning ahead.”

The unanimous ruling by the U.S. Supreme Court that 
school districts must end segregation “ at once” is a stun­ 
ning blow to Nixon-haters and baiters. It is a setback in the 
same way that peace in Vietnam would be a setback to 
some professional antiwar organizers, who desire not peace 
in Vietnam but revolution at home. 
It is becoming more and more difficult to pin the label of 
“ reactionary” on the adm inistration and make it stick 
There was a minor victory a few months ago when 
Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Finch’s choice as 
assistant secretary was vetoed by the American Medical 
Association. True, another M.D. with equally good liberal 
credentials was named in his place, but most people didn't 
hear about that. 
But the high hopes that were felt lor Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel have not been realized. He has simply re­ 
fused to be a patsy for the oil industry and is actually be­ 
having like a conservationist with a sacred trust to pre­ 
serve A m erica’s natural environment. What a disappoint­ 
ment he has turned out to be. 
There is Vietnam, of course, and the critics are doing a 
pretty good job of convincing a lot of Americans that the 
man who is slowly but surely bringing our troops home is 
actually escalating the conflict, that the new nonoffensive 


stance of U.S. forces is a deception, that the President is 
using the obstinacy of the North Vietnamese negotiators 
in Paris merely as a pretext tor continuing an imperialistic 
adventure. 


Yet a dismayingly large percentage of the population per­ 
sists in believing that the President is honestly pursuing 
American disengagement from the conflict without throw­ 
ing South Vietnam to the wolves. Some Am ericans are also 
entertaining the heretical notion that at least some of the 
stalling on needed legislation can be blamed not on the ex­ 
ecutive branch but on a Congress solidly controlled by the 
opposition party. 
Perhaps something can be salvaged from the Supreme 
Court’s action—by emphasizing, perhaps, what an em bar­ 
rassm ent it must be to the President for his conservative 
chief justice to turn out to be more liberal than his prede­ 
cessor in the first m ajor decision of the Burger court. Some 
fun can also be had by pointing a gleeful finger at those 
who wanted to imneach that predecessor and who are now 
pining for the good old days of Earl W arren. 
Still, it is not very much. It’s like they say—that Nixon is 
a slippery fellow. Now. if only Spiro Agnew were presi­ 
dent . . .

I recently attended a meeting of the 
city planning commission. The subject 
was a home use permit. 
From the nature of the proceedings 
the commission considers the permit a 
right of the homeowner and not a privi­ 
lege to be granted after due considera­ 
tion.

Dear Sir: 
The following observations are the re­ 
sult of participating in the well arrang­ 
ed and documented “Santa Ynez River 
Water Tour.” It is obvious that improve­ 
ments to the control and conservation 
of water is necessary. Regardless of 
the outcome of the election, the follow­ 
ing items will have a major bearing on 
the eventual cost and utility of the sys­ 
tem. 
1. Both Cachuma and Gibraltar Dams 
are loosing their useful capacities due 
to sedimentation. Their ultimate life 
will depend on eliminating debris and sed­ 
iment by construction of basins or, bet­ 
ter yet, dams that will serve as both 
flood control and storage basins. These 
structures would accumulate water that 
later would provide constant levels with 
a continuous runoff, thus charging the un­ 
derground basins with relatively inexpen­ 
sive water. This water, obtained by 
pumping would require less treatment to 
make it domestically acceptable than wa­ 
ter from an open reservoir. 
2. Land above Cachuma is in the Na- 
tional Forest therefore will be prac­ 
tically free, will not decrease the tax 
roll and will not remove productive acre­ 
age from an area which can ill afford 
to lose payrolls and industry now pro­ 
vided by farms. 
3. A Lompoc Dam as proposed for 
flood control, conservation of water 
and recreation might well be relocated, 
made smaller and serve its purposes 
at much less expense if it is preceeded 
with conserving that which if already 
installed and funded.

‘Won’t join gulf 


While the nationwide idleness from 
the General Electric strike hurts every­ 
one, the striking unions, too, are in 
deep trouble. 
Most of the nation’s 
workers simply will not touch them 
with a 10-foot pole. 
More people are working than ever— 
about 78 million. But the more people 
who go to work the more they break 
away from unionization. Moreover, this 
breakaway is not only at an all-time 
high today. The “ won’t - join” gulf has 
constantly, increasingly and relentless­ 
ly grown wider for a full 23 years. 
A look at strikes 
aboard is also reveal­ 
ing. West Germany’s 
workers, 
for ex- 
ample, s e l d o m 
: 
strike. I 
found in 
Bonn not long ago at 
the 
Federal Statis- 
tice Office that there 
were only 36 strikes 
last year. 
These involved 25,167 total strikers— 
less than one-seventh as many as in the 
current 33-state General Electric strike 
alone. Of that number, 23,836 struck for 
less than a week. Only 25,249 man-days 
of labor were lost in West Germany 
throughout 1968. 
In contrast, Britain suffered 2,362 
strikes and a loss of 4.6 million man- 
days. We had 5,055 officially declared 
strikes with a loss of an appalling 49 
million man-days. 
Meanwhile, a Gallop pole indicates 
that more than two-thirds of our citi­ 
zens— including a majority of labor 
union families— favor somehow pro­ 
hibiting strikes which last more than 
two weeks. 
There has never been a grass-roots, 
worker-based groundswell for unioniza­ 
tion in the United States. In simple 
truth, our unions today owe most of their 
position to an antiquated, discriminatory 
and doubtful law that few remenber— 
the Wagner Act of 1935, which forced 
wide unionization. It was compulsory 
unionization, imposed from the top in a 
political deal with the unions’ leaders. 
Through this law, and within a sudden 
two years, union membership increased 
from 3.6 million to 7 million-a nearly 
overnight compulsory doubling of the 
rolls. And in all this time this was the 
one and only big increase. 
World War II brought an influx of 
new workers. By the end of the war in 
1945 our country’s total population was 
138 million. The working population was 
53.8 million. Union membership totalled 
14.3 million. By 1960 the labor force 
passed 70 million. But union member­ 
ship crept up to only 17.5 million. 
Today our population is 202 million. 
And although 78 million workers are 
employed, the AFL-CIO membership 
still stays stuck at about 14 million, 
and the total unionization, which includes 
independent unions, is hardly 20 million. 
The labor force has Increased more 
than 24 million since the war while at 
same time the unions’ rolls 
have in­ 
creased less than five million. 
• The economy includes some 4.7 mill­ 
ion small and medium-sized enterprises. 
Unionization drives have repeatedly fail­ 
ed with them. And the shift of our ec­ 
onomy 
from 
production categories 
to service categories has further widen­ 
ed the union-nonunion gap. 
As long ago as 1953 manufacturing, 
heavy industry and mining employed 17.5 
million people. These categories still 
employ hardly more than 19.5 million 
an 11 per cent increase in 16 years, or 
less than 1 per cent a year. But service 
employment has increased from 50 mill­ 
ion to about 68 m illion- a 36 per cent 
increase. AH sorts of service occupa­ 
tions—from car parkers to repairmen. 


from waitresses to store clerks-have 
increased by one-third since 1953. The 
AFL-CIO President George Meany him­ 
self admits that most hopes of unioniz­ 
ing them have vanished like a pricked 
balloon. 
Also, for the first time in our his­ 
tory, more wives than unmarried girls 
are working. Our youth are getting 
married earlier than ever before and 
working wives now make up a full one- 
fifth of the country’s working force. 
This is nearly disastrous in the un­ 
ions’ membership drives, for working 
wives are providing to be the hardest 
of all to unionize. 


The total result is a great and glar­ 
ing 
fact 
usually 
hidden 
from our 
'public. The unions, as at General El­ 
ectric, remain congealed at the core 
of our economy— electrical equipment, 
steel, coal, copper, rubber, automob­ 
iles, 
transportation, communications, 
etc. This position gives unions their 
decisive power in economic affairs, 
and often in political m atters. 
But 
their power is clearly another case 
of the power of a shockingly small 
minority.

Quite often over the past ten years 
that I have been writing this column, 
I have made mention of the fact that 
many Americans take their voting fran­ 
chise for granted. They sit at home 
watching television until just before the 
polls close, then realize they haven’t 
voted. Instead of running to the voting 
place, however, they shrug it all off with 
the thought or comment, “Oh, well! My 
vote doesn’t count, anyway.” 
This was not the case with one gentle­ 
man and his wife in 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
though. This couple 
was going to vote, no 
matter what. 
I had stopped by 
one 
of the polling 
places to ascertain 
just when my wife, 
who was on the elec­ 
tion board, wanted to 
be picked up after the 
polls closed. It was 
during this brief stop that the gentle­ 
man in question arrived to cast his bal­ 
lot. 
The clerks of the board asked him his 
name and address, and did he know which 
precinct he lived in. His reply was 
simply that he was there to vote, and 
by everything that’s holy, he was going 
to vote. 
Before the gals on the board could get 
his address out of him, he volunteered 
the information that he had already 
been kicked out of one polling place be­ 
cause they didn’t have his name on the 
rolls. Because of this, he said, he was 
going to vote at the polling place where 
my wife was employed. 
After a little hem-and-hawing around, 


it was discovered that he ljved in a 
part of the city which was not included 
in the division of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District in which an 
election was being held. This made lit­ 
tle difference to him, however. 
“Now, listen, honey-chile, ” he force­ 
fully stated to the inspector, “I came 
here to vote, and I’m not leaving until 
I do.” 
Obviously, this was a man who over 
the years has taken his right to vote as 
a solemn duty. Like the postmen, nothing 
was going to deter him from completing 
his rounds. 
His case was not the only one in 
which a person was determined to vote, 
but couldn’t. The election board workers 
told me that several residents of the 
Valley attempted to vote, but were turned 
away, because they resided outside the 
boundaries of the division in which the 
election was being held. 
Perhaps some day this confusion will 
be removed. We elect our city council 
members and school board members at 
large, and many people feel that other 
local governing boards should be elect­ 
ed on the same basis. 
Pt probably won’t happen, though, as the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District is set up on different lines. 
One thing is obvious, however, and that 
is that the chances for the minority of 
voters in this district to control the 
board is great. For the boundaries are 
not drawn on the basis of population rep­ 
resentation. There seems little basis 
for the manner in which the borders are 
drawn. 
But until some one has the time and 
money to bring suit to force a redis- 
trlcting, the situation will remain as It is.
